either Ralston, Keesling or Belshaw being negligible. 
That he will 
be nominated as the Republican standard bearer is now a foregone 
conclusion. 


Fredericks has only to meet the masses to win them. 
He has a 
personality that inspires trust and begets confidence. 
After the Aug­ 
ust primaries have developed his .strength and revealed him as the 
choice of the Republicans of the state, he Avill make a campaign that 
will (!arry sueeess into every county he visits, not excepting that 
stronghold of the Progressives, Alameda county, where the registra­ 
tion frauds uncovered are giving the Progressive leaders great un­ 
easiness of mind. 
As for the Republican registration drifting away 
from Fredericks to Johnson after the primary vote is cast, as certain 
rogressivc! organs affect to believe will happen, we rather look for 
the opposite to this to occur when the forceful Fredericks is fairly 
warmed to the campaign and has had opportunity to disclose his win­ 
ning qualitiffs to the people.

(Christian Science J\l()nitor:) 
Until the Mexican political and 
civic situation is clarihed and stabilized perliaiis it is hardly profit­ 
able to [irophesy about ehanges that will follow suprema<\v of the 
(.'onstitutionalists. 
Keeent happenings, however, indicate, that a sys­ 
tem of jiopular education will be created, iiati(uial in its scope not 
only in theory but in practise, and wholly secular in t.vpe. 
Indeed, 
it is said that, like Argentinia aforetime, t h e Mexico of tomorrow is 
to set up a common school system modeled on that of the United 
States. 
A commission, with this service as its ultimate endeavor, is 
said to be studying the lield now. 


Many students of Mexico at close range have dwelt on these fun­ 
damental |)roblcms, solution of which is inseparably hound up with 
liational evolution in a republicanism now only nominal. 
The agra 
inn problem, eeonomie and therefore basal, has been emphasized in 
all attempts to explain the northern revolt against Diaz and lJuerta. 
But in tho background have been the demand for real separation of 
(dmrch and state, and for an educational system, up-to-date and syin- 
l)athetieally ad.iustcHl so as to satisfy i)0|)ular desires and dispel illit­ 
eracy and servility. 
With anything like a progressive, liberal admin­ 
istration of alVairs at Mexico City during the next decatle there will 
be striking changes in the <'c(desiastical and educational policies of 
the re|)ublic.

Lark Ellen Home. 
" B u t after trying my best with the time and re­ 
sources at my command for these many years," said Mi.ss Yaw yester­ 
day, speaking to the women assembled in ^Irs. Cline's drawing room, 
1 am forced at last to turn to some power more potent than 1 am, 
and that power must \w the government of this country. 


"1 find that with the best possible intentions I cannot prevent 
much sorrow and troidile coming to the young boys and girls of South­ 
ern California, and that many of them when accused of offenses are 
given treatment which is brutalizing and degrading for them.

Guarding Our Watersheds. 


The agricultural appropriation act which congress has just passed 
makes available $1()().()()() for continuing the cooperation of the gov 
eminent with states in the protection of forests against fire. 


This cooperation began in 1911, when congress first recogniztn 
the duty of the government to n'ld in protecting the watersheds o 
navigable streams by enacting the so-called Weeks law. The law not 
only provided for the purchase by the government of forest lands in 
the Hast, needed for stream protection, but al.so authorized the .sec 
retar.v of agriculture to cooperate with the states to prevent fire on 
other forest lands located on tho watersheds of navigable streams. 


As a rc.-suU. private owners of forest lauds in many regions hav 
bei'ii bciietited by the establishment of a protective system of provei 
etlieiency. 
During the tire season approxiiiiatel.v 'M)0 patrolmen arc 
maintained in the field under this law. They guard-«n area of about 
i;i,l)(H),UO(> acres, for the most i)art mountainous and all on important 
watersheds. 
This area is protected at a very low cost per acre. 
A 
much larger acreage is jirotected \u the same states by state em- 
ployet>s and jirivate agencies. 
All told, the expeiiditun's from state 
ami private funils are from three to five times as great as those from 
federal funds.
